An Importunt Decl»iou 


A case of interest to persons carry- 


ing life insurance has jnst been de- 
cided in the San Francisco Superior 
Court It was that of J. Winterhal- 
lar, executor of the catate of Fritz 
Hoffmaster, deceased, ra. the Work- 
men's Guaranteed Fund Association. 
The deceased was insured by the de- 
fendant for $1,000, payable to bis 
widow upon hia death, which amount 
the Association was anxious to pay 
her. The creditors of the deceased 
claimed the money, and the question 
whether the claimant was entitled to 
receive the same was the issue in- 
volved. 
The Court rendered judg- 


ment in favor of the plaintiff, and 
therefore the amount becomes assets 
of the estate, to be disbursed by the 
executor. This decision upsets pre- 
vious rulings, which held that insur 
anoe on a man's life in favor of his 
wifa could not, at his death, be at- 
tached or claimed by bis creditors.

Tlie AtlvsuittMrv* of Sierra 


For Them. 


("J. H." in the Sierra "Valley Leader.) 
The writer baa frequently expres sed 


the opinion in conversation that an 
abundance of pure water can be 
bad almost anywhere in Sierra "Valley 
bf boring artesian wells. To call 
the attention of those most interested, 
the farmers, more fully to this 
matter, I propose in this paper to 
give some of the reasons for the faith 
that is in me. In order to have flow 
ing wells that will yield water in 
large quantities, there must exist 
certain natural conditions; 1st there 
muit be reservoirs of water at a con- 
siderable altitude above trie proposed 
wells; 2nd there most be a certain 
order in the character of the forma- 
tion of the valley in which the wells 
are to be sunk. Let as consider these 
two propositions. I need not say to 
persons at all acquainted with the 
mountains by which this valley is 
surrounded, that there are numerous 
lakes, large and small, and number- 
less streams of water in every direc- 
tion. Several of these lakes without 
outlet and at only the dryest season 
of the year will the evaporation on 
account for the inflow. 
The streams 


flow down to the edge of the plains 
and disappear. I am very certain 
that in no single instance will the 
evaporation account for the sudden- 
ness with which the water of these 
streams disappear. It is conceded 
by everybody that there is plenty of 
water if wo could only get to it. Now 
for my second proposition; the form- 
ation of the valley. I hardly need 
say that this valley was at one time a 
lake, with its waters very much 
higher than the present general sur- 
face. To the east of Layalton two or 
three hundred feet above the town, 
there are unmistakable evidences of 
a lake beach, and I doubt not that a 
novice in geology wiM have no 
trouble in defining the river channel 
below Beokwith a long distance above 
the present bed of the stream. During 
the long ages that have passed since 
the lake was formed the mountains 
have been worn away by the action 
of frost and water, and perhaps by 
glaciers, and the debris has been 
washed down into the lake constantly 
filling it up until at last the waters 
flowed over the low ridge that for- 
merly existed below Beokwith. The 
constant erasion of the stream ont 
the channel down bit by bit, until at 
last the bed of the lake became dry 
land. This filling np of the lake has 
not gone on at an even pace: some- 
times when the mountains were 
rocked with earthquakes and then- 
sides were torn by these great ice- 
plows, the glaciers, the filling went 
on rapidly; bat soon a period of 
quiet came and the process went on 
more slowly. During the period of 
great activity, coarse gravel was de- 
posited, and at the periods of quiet 
the material was ground fine and 
beds of clay and compact, ''bard pan" 
were formed. These periods of aotiv 
ity and quiet alternated several 
times, so we have layers of coarse 
gravel and olay, probably from the 


ottnm np to the very latest alluvial 


deposit that forms the surface. Now 
these are precisely the conditions re- 
quired for artesian wells, to wit. 
alternate layers of gravel and clay, 
with water running into the gravel 
from higher sources and the olay to 
hold it down. If we bore through 
the clay the water contained in the 
gravel beneath will come to the 
surface, and the force of the flow will 
be in proportion to the amount of 
pressure it is subject to beneath 
Numerous large) springs all around 
the edge of the valley give evidence 
that there is water beneath finding 
its way through rough and tortnous 
channels. It has already been demon 
strata'.! that beneath the alluvial de- 
posits there is olay, and even tin a 
clay contains seams of water, put 
nowhere haa this clay been pene 
trated to reach the graTel upon which 
it lies. This is what needs to be 
done. These are the considerations 
in brief, that have led me to assert 
with so much confldence that an 
abundance of flowing watei for irri 
gation and domestic use, can be had 
by boring for it, that the thousands 
of acres of land in this valley, now 
vacant or only used to past me a few 
cattle, might be converted into farms 
that would be pleasant and profitable 
homes for live or six thousand peo- 
ple. I leave it to every one interested 
in the growth or development of 
Sierra Valley, if it is not worth while 
making an effort to find out what is 
beneath our feet in the form of 
streams of water.
